| COPYRIGHT 


The Newly Revised Law 


And the Effect It Will Have Upon 
the Theatrical Business of 
the United States 


The new copyright law of the United States 
which goes into effect on July 1, 1008, is simpl 
and direct in its rulings and will afford much 
protection to theatrical people which they could 
not secure under the old laws. It will be of 
special value to vaudeville people, lecturers 
and entertainers of all kinds, as, for a smal) 
sum, they can copyright and protect their spe 
clalties and quickly proceed against any pirat 
ical versions 

The method of securing copyrights is simple 
All that is necessary is to send a complete 
copy of the materia) that is to be copyrighted 
to the Register of Copyrights, with a fee of 
one dollar. The material can be printed, type 
written or written with a pen In fact, any 
manuscript that is legible will be accepted 
All postmasters are required to forward this 
without cost to the applicant and to give «a 
receipt for it, with the time stated thereon 
and this will be evidence of priority of claim 
in case of a dispute 

The different classes of copyrighted works 
that interest the profession are as follows 
C, Lectures, sermons, addresses, prepared for 
oral delivery; D, Dramatic or dramatico-musical 
compositions, and E, Musical compositions. Le 
gal experts who have carefully digested the new 
law, state that manuscript copies of any kind 
will be accepted 

The copyright gives the owner the sole right 
to produce and also to authorize translations 
and adaptations 

Adequate penalties are provided for any 
offenders against the owners of the copyright 
Infringers on the copyright of any lecture, ad 
dress, etc., can be mulcted fifty dollars for 
each infringing delivery Pirates who steal 
plays can be made to pay one bundred dollars 
for the first unauthorized production and fifty 
dollars for each subsequent performance Mu 
sical] compositions performed without author 
ity from the owner of the copyright will cost 
ten dollars for each infringing performance 

The copyright certificate will be accepted by 
any cirenit court of the United States, the Su 
preme Court of the District of Columbia and 
all other United States courts as evidence to 
secure injunction against any offending party 
and for the collection of penalties provided 


The suits can be bronght n any district to 
which the defendant or his agent is an inhab 
itant. or in which he may be found Any in- 


junctions issued will be operative in all parts 
of the United States 

In addition to the above penalties. the new 
law states that any person who wilfally and 
for profit shall infringe any copyright secured 


by this act, or who shall knowingly and wil 
fully aid or abet such infringement, they can 
be convicted of a misdemeanor and punished 


by an imprisonment of not more than one year 
or by a fine of not less than one hundred dol 
lars or more than one thousand dollars This 
clause will effectnally end the play-pirate boa 
reaus who have been copying plays and selling 
same to small repertoire companies 

The new law also gives ample protection t 
the composers of music and prevents the re 
production of any music on mechanical instre 
ments withont the payment of a royalty 

The duration of the copyright is the same 
ss under the old laws and the copyright cap 
be transferred or assigned or left by will 

It is one of the best laws passed at the last 
session of Congress and will be of vast service 
to the theatrical profession In the vandeville 
end, many a performer who has been compelled 
to stand idly by and see his best work used 
by other performers will now be able to pro 
tect the product of his brains or a specialty or 
a sketch that he may have purchased. It wil 
stimulate the profession in the securing of 
new material and many authors who have 
been kept from furnishing material for theat 
rical use will now be able to get safe protection 
and will devote their time to this class of work 

All material copyrighted under the old laws 
will he given the same protection as before 
hut that law Is so dense that the emartest 
lawyer can not tell’a client how te proceed 
when suit wee brought With this el

EALLY the summer is with us 
again. It always comes when Flo Zieg- 
feld unfolds his new Follies atop the 

New York Roof. And just as much Manhattan 
humanity as cun pack itself beneath the raft- 
ers journey upwards to see what's doing. Great 
show so every one says. And not a smutty 
Suggestion, not a single indecent hint. Beat it? 
It’s a long story to tell all that happens in 
Follies of 1909, suffice it to say this, that no 
revue of recent years has come closer than 
second base to making this a home run. Talent 
galore, half a dozen songs that you go home 
whistling—a beauty bevy—and many artistic 
burlesques, with scenic displays of real merit 
make it a bully good hot summer night’s cool- 
ing off place. 

A Court of Venus starts it off. As such it is 
a burlesque on the operatic situation of last 
season. Real funny. Another scene of merit 
was the Jungle scene showing T. R. Almost 
any one could get fun out of this conception, 
imagine then the holler wken Harry Kelly and 
Jack Norworth get busy. 

Mr. Norworth sang a song entitled Dear, Old 
Father, which won much applause. The first 
act ends with a representation of a scene in 
Emperor William’s throne room, in which many 
chorus girls appear with headgear representing 
battleships, “one for every State in America. 
The electrical effect was cleverly arranged. 

The second act is a conglomeration of scenes 
representing everything from the ghost of 
Shakespeare to a burlesque of a baseball game. 
Even President Taft is not omitted. The aero- 
plane scene occurs in this act, and the audi- 
ence accepted it with enthusiasm. While the 
chorus is still singing an aeroplane on a mono- 
rail suddenly appears at one end of the theatre 
and gradually circles around the ceiling. 

In the flying machine is Lillian Lorraine, who 
sings a song in her flight. From this the scene 
shifts to the outside of a theatre, where a mu- 
sical comedy is supposed to be in progress. The 
ghost of Shakespeare appears and laments that 
he has not drawn any royalties from his plays 
for several hundred years. 

Interspersed throughout the two acts there 
are several unique numbers which give rapid 
action to the show. Bessie Clayton, the dancer, 
received much applause.

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NEW YORK MUSIC NOTES. 


The new copyright law that goes in- 
to effect July 1, has been the principal subject 
of discussion among composers and song writers 
recently. A uumber of pubilshbers are holding 
manuscripts until the new law is operative be- 
fore copyrighting and publishing, as the roy- 
alty allowed by the new law on all phonograph 
records or other mechanically produced music 
applies only to compositions copyrighted after 
the new law goes into effect. 

One worry that has confronted the song writ- 
ers has been eliminated. The new law allows a 
royalty of two cents on each mechanical record 
made, to be pald to the owner of the copyright. 
When the law was first passed the writers 
spent many troublesome days and restless nights 


trying to wrestle with the problem that con- 
fronted them 

The solution is found in the making of con- 
tracts between the publisher and the writers 
for an equal division of thelr new-found in 
come. 


An interesting point in connection with the law 


is that while the royalty is payable to the 
owner of the copyright (the publisher), it is 
the composer or author who has the right of 


injunction against 
royalties due. 

The new law provides that whenever the owner 
of a musical copyright has used or permitted or 
knowingly acquiesced in the use of the copy 
righted work upon the part of instruments serv- 
ing to reproduce mechanically the musical work, 
any other person may make similar use of 
the copyrighted work upon the payment to the 
copyright proprietor of a royalty of two cents 
on each such part manufactured, to be paid 
by the manufacturer thereof, and the composer 
may require, and if so, the manufacture shall 
furnish, a report, under oath, on the 20th day 
of each month on the number of parts of in 
struments manufactured during the previous 
month, serving to reproduce mechanically said 
musical work, and royalties shall be due on the 
parts manufactured during any month upon the 
20th of the next succeeding month

LISH flocked to the theatre and applauded Peter 
Pan to the last dying echo, but the French were 
present only in small numbers. The innocent

Garis Berlin in its cold grip. All of the 

more important playhouses and the cou 

cert halls are locked or being renovated. Only 

the lighter forms of dramatic or other enter 

tainment are running, but almost exclusively 
in open-air places. 


One of the local concert agencies has caused 


quite a discussion with the announcement that 
henceforth the artists appearing under its pro 
tecting wings shall not be kept under lock and 
key on the evening of thelr public appearances 
Few outsiders are acquainted with the institu 
tion called ‘‘Artists’ Room,"’ just as necessary, 
it seems, to the concert hall and the like as 
the coffin is for a funeral In this room, locked 
against all intrusion, the artist Is kept before 
his initial bow to the public And there he per 
spires, externally and internally, before and 
after the performance, but be perspires grace- 
fully, and the smile be wears is supposed to 
show his utter lack of “‘nerves.’ If he is ao 
old-timer, one grown gray in the service be 
fore that ungrateful animal sometimes called 
the public, be will have brought with him a 
few clean collars, perhaps a bottle of soda, or 
mayhaj, even a small bottle of Cliquot, per 
chance a raw egg with sugar It all depends 
upon his constitution and-—pocketbook If he 
is young, inexperienced and nervous, he wild 
chase up and down that little room, long be 
fore any one has thought of entering the ball 
The artists’ room ought be a fine place for 
the study of nerves But there are so many 
kinds of nervous disorders mn this case and 
most of them are in some way or other fat! 
mately connected with the financial question. 

Of ten concerts or other performances in 
Berlin nine of them are given at the artist's 
financial risk He knows long before the doors 
are opened how many tickets are sold and how 
Snuch he has—lost The possibility of a surprise 
is absolutely excluded The only question re 
maining to be solved is whether or not those 
to whom free tickets have been issued will 
come Whethere there are still some people 
left with sufficient love for art to lHisten to 
something for nothing Even this specie of con 
certgoers is getting smaller and emaller every 
season And rightly so! om can not force 
anybody to make use of a “deadhead.”” And 
after the artist has. in so many cases, spent 
days to get rid of his invitations, bis soul ts 
at the last few minutes tortured by the doubt. 
if the hall would at least be decently filled 

It is different in the case of the artist who 
hes already made «a name for him or herself, 
who appears only at the financial risk of his 
agent His nerves are quiet Sedately he 
spends his time in the artists’ room. knowing 
well that his reward is awaiting him Reside 
that—money * not alware the thing most de 
sired——he is handled with the greatest consid 
eration and courtesy Some one receives him 
the agent or the president of the socte ty under 
whose auspices the concert is given, there are 
flovers and other things 

After the concert, however, the artists” room 
presents an entirely different view Every art 
ist, be he singer, inatrumentalist or actor, ex 
pects bis friends to storm the artists" room 
after his appearance and lay their admiration 
at his feet Every French, Italian. and even 
the more cold-blowled German artiet would 
think it little less than itneult if hie friends 
male or female, should fall to imprint a loving 
kiss upon his fevered brow The true artist 
demands not only so and so many encores, his 
room, after the performance, must, to fll the 
measure of his triumph. be filled with friendly 
admirers or admiring friends And how some 
of these admirers, with enthusiasm in the eye, 
face glowing with sdmiration and wonder, will 
lie! The artist, after his concert, is Hed to 
just about as much as the dramatist after the 
premiere of his latest child of genius But itt 
is well that so many have the good sense and

Vaudeville acts of the better kind played there, 
and the teams who played the houses were 
treated as well as if they were in a big the- 
atre. The purchasers of the properties were 
Felix Isman and George H. Earle. Mr. Isman 
is a daring speculator in real estate, who has 
been in theatricals for some years, financing 
the Morris Cireult and other big enterprises. 
Mr. Earle is a shrewd financier, and a man 
known throughout the country as well calcu 
lated to pull off big deals. The new proprietors 
were both Interested with Mr. Lubin in all of 
the houses he owned, and this sale simply gives 
them complete control. 

The tew theatre being bullt on Market street 
by Mr Labin will be carried on by the new 
firm, and it will be opened early in September. 

George Bothwell, who acted as general man-

The Pennsylvania State Board of Pardons, 
June 17, recommended a pardon for James 
Gentry, the actor. serving a life sentence 
the murder of Madge Yorke, the actress. 
The Governor will follow the recommendation 
and issue the pardon. 

The murder of Madge Yorke, for which Gen- 
try was sentenced to be hanged and finally sent 
to prison for life, was committed on the after- 
noon of February 17, 1895, in Harrisburg, Pa. 

He was sentenced to be hanged on April 22. 
1907, but the day preceding the date on which 
the sentence was to be carried out the Board 
of Pardons recommended that the sentence be 
commuted to life imprisonment. 

Gentry has always maintained that he has no 
recollection of the murder of Miss Yorke; that 
his mind was a blank until he found himself in 
a hospital in this city.

There are not so many actors and actresses at liberty as might be con- 
cluded from the number of companies which closed early the past season, 
and the number of organizations which failed to make as much money as 

they had in the past. The large number of stock com- 
Predictions panies throughout the country and the numerous moving 
For The picture theatres give employment to professionals in 
Coming Season. such great numbers that the list of the unemployed at 
this time is even smaller than in past years. 

While there are all classes of actors and actresses at liberty, it is not 
easy to secure the kind of people wanted. This does not mean that the poor 
actors are now at liberty. Far from it. It means that a good leading man, 
well up in stock bills, is not easy to secure if the manager wants to pay 
twenty-five dollars, or even thirty dollars, for such an actor. The man is 
obtainable, but his salary is higher than that. So the managers of airdome 
companies, summer stock for small towns and other organizations where 
twenty-five dollars or thirty dollars is the limit have found more or 
difficulty in securing the people. 


less 


The companies going out next season will not be so numerous as in 
the past, but the character of the attractions will be greatly improved. 

This means that the shows on the road will make more money. Theatre 
managers will also profit by the changed conditions, as even in the big 


cities aplethora of attractions, no matter what the quality of the best of them 
may be, is conducive to smaller receipts in cases where the box-office returns 
must be more than ordinarily large to meet the expense of big salary lists, 
and the concomitants of ambitious productions. 

In the small towns, experience has proven that overplaying is a sad 
mistake. Either from want of better judgment or from a desire to get 
everything possible in the way of box-office returns, opera house managers 
are sometimes wont to book more shows than the population warrants. 
Thus diminishes the profits of individual attractions and works material evil 
to the business in general. 

So it is we welcome the unmistakable evidences that attractions will 
be fewer and of a higher order of merit the coming season. Of course, it 
means that a great many professional people will have to seek employment 
in other fields; but this condition will be offset by the elimination (to a very 
large extent) of failures and the unfortunate circumstances surrounding and 


coincident to the stranding of amusement organizations which are unable 
to meet the exigencies of poor business. 
On the whole, the prospects for the coming theatrical season seem 


brighter than they have in a number of years.

It ts true that some so-called 
people in the lurch enter the business in good faith, 
and, through misfortune, which ordinary business prudence could not have 
foreseen, fail and bring suffering upon the employed actor, But in the main 
they are a class of men who, like ordinary faro players, are willing to gambk 
on fortune, and are conscienceless enough to wilfully drag others down with 
them in the inevitable catastrophe. It will not do to censure the performers 
with such fellows, for, to many of them, the engagement means 
against idleness if they do not engage. Whenever 
one of the parasites discovered, there should be a concerted voice and 
action in passing him around until the very name shall become a stench. A 
general boycott, of the character sugee sted, would soon rid the profession of 
a class who have a greater hold on the business than at first thought might 
be supposed.

Circus and all the disagreeable concomitants of Jupiter Pluvius’ displea- 
Season. sure have characterized the season to an extent that has seldom 


been witnessed before. 

And yet business has been far above the average. This may be account- 
ed for by the fact that rain releases the agriculturist from close attention to 
his property and leaves him free to seek amusement and recreation however 
and wherever he may. If the opportunity for visiting a circus presents it- 
self he is prone to hie himself with his family and his neighbors to the scene 
of entertainment and jollity. 

Hence it is that the business of the Ringling Brothers’ Show so far this 
season may be taken as a criterion of the general prosperity with which the 
field is rife even in the face of weather conditions that ordinarily would be 
considered most inconsistent with profitable returns. At Boston for instance, 
the business was far in excess of that which surpassed even their records 
for attendance at Philadelphia earlier in the season 

The avid state of the public for amusements that they have been fore- 
going for a season or two may also be taken into account when considering 
the elements of influence that contribute to the present popularity of tented 
shows. 

The circus is virtually an American institution. In Europe the tent show 
which corresponds to our circus much smaller and insignificant by com- 
parison. Over there the native has not the same love for such exhibitions 
that we have here, where circus day is heralded long in advance and looked 
forward to with the Keenest anticipation by boys of every age.

Changes in styles of amusements are likely to bring some radical im 
provements in various branches of the business. While much money is being 
made by some of the more astute in theatricals, some is also being lost b) 
others. It has been but a short time since the building of 
theatre properties was rated among precarious hazards. Most 
of the houses erected for amusement purposes throughout 
the country were designed by the financial backers as monu- 
ments to their enterprise rather than as revenue producers 
More recently the situation has changed, and plenty of money is now found 
ready to invest in theatrical property, with full expectation of substantial and 
satisfactory monetary returns. And the cause of the change is not far to 
seek. Theatres of the various kinds are springing up like mushrooms where- 
ever there is population barely sufficient to support them. In populous cen- 
ters they are multiplying with wonderful rapidity and the lavish scale of ex- 
penditure is exciting wonderment among the conservative. But, the activity 
shown seems to be justified by the income reaped. Formerly the man who 
tied up his money in such property was forced to see the beautiful building 
he was so proud of condemned to lie idle for five to seven months of the year. 
and this in the face of bad seasons, heavy investment, expensive insuranc« 
and taxes. Since the invasion of motion pictures there is no need of any wel! 
located house being idle a day, for at a moderate expenditure, all the open 
season can be filled with cheap but profitable amusement and the house be 
made a real income producer. Under the advanced plan of employing vau- 
devilie acts to fill out the programs of motion pictures, a first-class and ap 


pealing show is put up and patronage follows efforts of managers and owners 
to please.
